Proprium or the Propriety 1s a Predi- 
cable which belongerh co all chings of che 
one or the iame kind , and only co them 
and alwaies; as R:fbiliras Which belongerh 
to all Men,and only ro Men and alwates to 
them , tor albeit no Man laughs alwates 
actually, yet every Man hath alwaies rhe 
power to laugh, 


Accidens, or an Accident is that Which 
may be Abſent ,.or Preſent withour rhe 
DeſtruRion of the SubzeR, wherein it 1s: 
as Cold or Hear 1s an Accident in reſpeR 
of the Water , wherein it may be, or nor 
be, without deſtrugion of the Warer. 


Of Accidents there be wo ſorts : ſome 
Separable ,as Cold-in reſpeR of the Water : 
others Inſeparable, as Heart in reſpeR& of 
Fire ; Blackneſs 1n reſpe& of a Crovv, 
which cannat be” really Separated from 
Her, bur only in-con-eir : for we may 
conceive a Crow ro be withour Blackneſs, 
wichout takipg any thing from Her Nature 
or Eſſence, 


Having ſhewed hoiv many things may 
1 
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be Predicared in a Propoſition,, it is re- 
quilite in the next place 1 diſcoutle of the 
Nature of things themſelves. 


All thines inthe World are generally 
reduced to two Heads, Namely Subſtances, 
and Accidents : for whatſoever 15 1n the 
World is a Subſtance or an Accident.

In rhe Second place, an Accident is a
